The Constitution is correct in 
maintaining that parents should 
discipline their children. An un- 
disciplined child is likely to be 
poorly integrated, unhappy and a 
menace to society 

Mr. Whitman does not directly 


suggest an alternative but some 
of his implications are disturbing. 
One gains the impression that he 
would have parents develop dis- 
cipline largely by authoritarian 
measures such as enforcing un- 
questioning obedience based upon 
fear. One wonders if such disci- 
pline is the final goal in a demo 
cratic country. 

Is there an alternative to the 
laissez-faire home and the authori- 
tarian home? Fortunately many 
parents have found such an al- 
ternative. 


These parents seek to grant 
more freedom and responsibility to 
the child simultaneously. The goal 
is to develop an increasing amount 
of intelligent self-direction which 
has genuine appreciation for the 
rights of others. A youth attaining 
this kind of discipline obeys traffic 
laws not merely out of a sense of 
fear but because of a feeling of 
responsibility for the general wel- 
fare. 

The ‘‘old-fashioned’’ discipline, 
while adequate in a dictatorship, 
is not the kind needed in our 
nation. A willing, reasoned disci- 
pline that develops responsibility 


as it grants freedom is much more 
satisfactory.

Proposed Libel Bill Is Effort 
To Stifle Right to Information 


From all the information we have as yet been able to gather, the 
new anti-newspaper libel bills, now under consideration by the General 
Assembly of Georgia, are little different from similar punitive legisla- 
tion which has been considered before. 


Obviously, from the stipulations 
that are imposed, such measures 
are directed simply and solely at 
the daily press of the state—the 
Atlanta newspapers in particular. 

Such legislation is conceived in 
spite and nurtured in hate. It is 
nothing more than natural that 
politicians should be continually 
finding quarrels with the news- 
papers. We can’t do everything 
right to suit them and they in turn 
are certain at some time to take 
action with which we disagree. 
Such a situation is nothing more 
than a display of democracy in 
action. 

As the most accurate voice of the 
public our newspapers have a duty 
and obligation to call the shots as 
we see them. When such shots 
sometimes displease our public 
leaders it is no more to be won- 
dered at than that the actions of 
our public officials sometimes dis- 
please us. 

But, as we view the matter, 
there is no room whatsoever in our 
governments, for enactment of any 
such heinous, unfair and discrim- 
inatory hate legislation as is now 
under consideration, The wording 
of these bills, the previous threats 
that have been made and the well- 
known continuing animosity be- 
tween certain political and news- 
paper groups make it as obvious 
as the nose on an Easter Island 
Statue that the proposed legislation 
is strictly punitive. 

Our state libel laws are bad 
enough as they stand but they are 
as but a puff of wind to a hurricane 
compared to the pending legisla- 
tion. There are none to say with 
certainty what the full effect of 
such legislation would be on the 
daily press of the’state but it is a 


certainty that the groundwork will 
have been laid for potential calam- 
ity if the measures pass. 

It behooves all of us then, news- 
papers and public alike, to fight 
such hate legislation with all the 
forces at our command. For it is 
not one or two newspapers which 
are alone at stake. It is the entire 
daily press of the State of Georgia 
which is being threatened.

Once again, a bill has been intro- 
duced in the Georgia Legislature 
which threatens the operation of 
newspapers of this state and thus 
is an attack on freedom of infor- 
mation. 

The bill would provide that a 
newspaper could be sued for libel 
in any county in which it had 
more than 50 subscribers. 

Thus it is possible that the At- 
lanta newspapers could be sued, 
simultaneously, in all 159 of Geor- 
gia’s counties. Some of the other 
large newspapers could be forced 
to defend against suits in any- 
where from 50 to 100 counties. 

Some legislators already have 
spoken out against the bill, calling 
it harassment against the Atlanta 
newspapers. 

Whether or not this is the intent 
of those who sponsored the meas- 
ure, the bill is a serious threat to 
all of the newspapers of Georgia. 

It is a threat, also, to the people 
of Georgia, for it is an attack on 
the right of citizens to free access 
to information. 

Its passage would provide a 
weapon by which any newspaper 
could be silenced.

1. Is going to make a determined fight to persuade Congress to 
accept his expanded, 10-year foreign economic-aid program to coun- 
ter new Soviet tactics in the cold war—and is not going to take a 
lighthearted, election-year no for an answer. 


2. Will use influence, his skill 
and his own special brand of un- 
partisanship to try to keep foreign 
policy from being tangled in the 
toils of excessive partisan wran- 
gling which would normally pre- 
vail from now to election day. 

3. Is hopeful that thereby he can 
avert one of the gravest perils 
in a presidential campaign year— 
the peril of stalemating American 
leadership while American politi- 
clans at home tell each other how 
much the world should distrust 
them. 

What the President fears—is that 
because of our habit of inflating 
our differences in an election year 
the United States will be forced 
to remain almost immobile while 
Soviet policy of ‘‘enticement and 
subversion’ will be uninhibitedly 
on the march. 

Obviously the President faces 
formidable obstacles on all three 
of these objectives and is not likely 
to succeed on any of them unless 


he applies great energy and in- 
genuity. 
He isn’t going to win for the

Mr, Eisenhower is asking for no 
largé increase in foreign economic- 
aid spending. Most of the appropri- 
ation is for specific sums for spe- 
cific countries for specific projects 
in a specific year.

Georgia and the Supreme Court 
had another dispute over the 
Cherokee Nation, Prof. McKay 
reports.

Again the state 
ignored the decision. Again a 


showdown was avoided, but Geor- 
gia claimed victory. 

These and other cases in which 
Georgia has .contested with the 
Supreme Court are _ discussed 
rather fully in the Emory ‘‘Jour- 
nal of Law.’”’ 

McKay observes that Georgia's 
defiance of the Supreme Court 
ended when the Confederacy lost 
to Union troops. Only recently 
has it begun again. The segre- 
gation cases are cited. 

Also cited is the Georgia Su- 
preme Court's refusal to review 
the Williams case recently when 
it was sent back by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. The Georgia court 
declared only state issues were 
involved—and the federal court 
affirmed the conviction. 

When the nation was young, 
Georgia acted alone and simply 
defied the court’s rulings. 

Today, the proposed policy of 
‘‘interposition’’ would have Geor- 
gia act with other states in cre- 
ating a contest between the states 
and the court over power—then 
have all 48 states settle the con- 
test. Gov. Griffin would have 
Georgia declare the court’s rul- 
ing ‘‘null and void’’ pending the 
decision from all the states.

Asthmatic Attacks 
Can Be Complicated 


Della M., 32, is the mother 
of two girls. She works at the 
same plant where her husband 
is employed. 

“Dr. Crane, I am scared al- 
most to death,” she exclaimed 
as soon as she entered my 
office. 

“Ever since I was a child, I 
have had asthma. But they 
have not found anything speci- 
fic to which I am allergic. 

“Recently I visited a new 
doctor, who told me my trou- 
ble was largely due to nerves. 
He said I was about to blow 
my top, and if I didn’t see a 
psychiatrist, I'd ‘end up in a 
sanitarium. 

‘“‘Well, I've been much worse 
ever since then, for it terrifies 


| me to think I might lose my 


mind. He urged me to undergo 
hypnosis, too, as a part of my 
cure. Does that make sense?’’ 


HYPNOSIS IN MEDICINE 

Yes, hypnosis is becoming 
more popular in the field of 
medicine. In 1955, the British 
Medical Assn. urged that all 
medical students in England be 
given a special course in hyp- 
nosis. 

It is true that many ailments 
are what we now call psycho 
somatic and thus greatly influ- 
enced by our emotional condi- 
tion. 

But a neurotic patient can be 
greatly reassured by remem- 
bering the axiom of psychiatry 
that “‘Once a neurotic; never a 


| psychotic!” 


That means that a neurotic, 


| jittery type of person is pretty 
| sure of avoiding insanity! 


A neurosis is thus a safety 
valve by which a human being 
obtains relief from tension that 
otherwise might lead to total 
mental collapse. 

Asthmatic patients feel as if 
they are being strangled for 
lack of oxygen, so they prefer 
open collars and no belts, cor- 
sets or girdles. 


MIDNIGHT ASTHMA 


Della had also complained of 
waking at 4 a.m., gasping for 
air, though the outside temper- 
ature was cooler at that time. 
Why? 


Well, she was a heavy ciga- | 


rette smoker, 
causes extra irritation of the 
lung tissues. 

With irritation moreover, 
comes a greater secretion of 
fluid. You readers thus know 
that when you peel an onion, 
your eyes will fill with tears. 

When you irritate your palms 
with unaccustomed hard work, 
they grow red and ‘‘tears’’ form 
under the skin, called water 
blisters. 

Well, a similar increase in 


which in itself | 


secretions occurs over the sur- | 


face of the smoker’s lungs, as 
well as in the windpipe and 


bronchial tubes. That helps ex- | 


plain the heavy coughing of 
smokers. 

But this thicker layer of se- 
cretion naturally makes it more 
difficult for oxygen to slip 
across the lung membrane and 
into the blood vessels. 

“Yes, Dr. Crane,’’ you may 
assent, ‘“‘but why doesn’t Della 
then gasp for air when she 
goes to bed at 11 p.m. instead 
of 4 a.m,?’’ 


DEHYDRATION 

During the night we exhale 
almost a pint of liquor in our 
breath and also lose water via 
imperceptible sweating. This 
dehydrates us. 

So the ‘‘wet’’ lung from to- 
bacco irritation undergoes a 
change. Its moisture covering 
becomes thicker and stickier, 
like glue or well boiled mo 
lasses. 

So oxygen can’t get through 
as rapidly as otherwise, which 
is one reason why asthmatics 
may be okay at bedtime, yet 
awaken gasping for air in the 
middle of the night. 

Worry, too, precipitates at- 
tacks, for worry speeds up the 
heart and thus increases the 
oxygen consumption much as 
heavy exercise does. 

A calm, peaceful mind not 
only reduces likelihood of asth- 
matic attacks but also of epi- 
leptic seizures. See tomorrow's 
follow-up.

Here’s New Approach 


To Immunization 

The seed for a new vaccine 
against tuberculosis was sown 
recently in the bacteriology lab- 
oratories of Northwestern Uni- | 
versity medical school. No one 
can predict what the finished 
product will do but the initial 
tests on mice are encouraging. 

It has been known for de- 
cades that the tubercle bacillus 
contains a substance that stimu- 
lates the body to produce germ- 
fighting antibodies. 

But the agent never has been 
isolated because the organisms 
are microscopic in size and 
splitting them, like splitting 
atoms, is difficult. 

Dr. Guy P. Youmans, head 
of Northwestern’s bacteriology 
department, accepted the chal- | 
lenge and worked out a tech- 
nic that makes it sound simple. 

He ground a trillion or more 
micro-organisms for 18 hours 
in a ball mill with powdered 
glass. In this way he broke the

The precipitate was skimmed 
off and placed in the ultra- 
centrifuge machine to be sep- 
arated again. The same was
